DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The phrase "the posts" lacks prior antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
6557328 (herein 328). 

For claims 1 & 2, 328 teaches a saddle fender bender comprising a plate of 
sheet metal 22 that is bent to have and retain an arc of approximately 90 degrees and 
having a length to extend at least partially across a lower portion of a saddle fender; a 
plurality of Chicago screws 24\24"; means (see figs. 4 or 5, openings in the plate where 
screw 24" fits therethrough) for receiving each of the screws along the inner arc surface 
of the plate 22 and the screw's broad head end undersurface engages with an outer 
surface edge of a hole formed through the fender wherethrough the screw is passed. 
However, 328 is silent about the plate of sheet metal being a bar formed from a straight 
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section of metal bar stock that is bent across its longest parallel sides and has a 
rectangular cross section, and the screws being bolts with broad head end threaded 
along a bolt shaft. It would have been an obvious substitution of functional equivalent to 
substitute the plate of sheet metal as taught by 328 with a bar formed from a straight 
section of metal bar stock that is bent across its longest parallel sides and has a 
rectangular cross section as claimed by the present invention, since both the plate and 
bar would perform to correct the free-hanging stirrup orientation in order to make 
mounting easier and safer for the rider. In addition, it would have been an obvious 
substitution of functional equivalent to substitute the Chicago screw of 328 with a bolt as 
claimed by the present invention, since both types of fastener would perform to attach 
the fender bender to the fender and stirrup. 

For claim 3, figure 5 of 328 shows a post (near ref. 24" on the back side where 
ref. 24" fits therein) which fits through a hole in the fender bender 22. 

For claim 4, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to attach the posts of 328 by soldering or brazing, for 
such process is notoriously well known in the art of fastening method. 

For claim 5, 328 teaches the fender bender 22 arched inner surface is drilled to 
create the hole where bolt/screw fits therein. 

For claims 6-8, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to employ a bolt with means to receive a turning tool 
in the fender bender apparatus of 328, for such bolt with means to receive a turning tool 
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such as a Phillips head screw driver or Allen wrench is notoriously well known in the 
fastening art.
